A PRELATE ON THE DUTY OF READ- 
ING THE BIBLE. 


[The following article, copied from the Catholic 
Mirror of March’gth, 1895, purports to embody a full 
report of an eloquent discourse which had been de- 
livered on the preceding Lord’s Day in the Cathedral 
Church of Baltimore by Cardinal Gibbons. It will be 
observed that he inculcates upon his hearers “the 
sacred duty of hearing and reading devoutly the 
word of God,” and enforces this duty by the example 
of our Lord, who is not known “ever to have read or 


to have quoted in the whole course of his public min- - 


istry ” any other book than the Bible. This discourse 
falls directly into the line of work for which the 
American Bible Society was organized, and we glad- 
ly give it a conspicuous place in the hope that it may 
encourage adherents of the Roman Catholic Church, 
both in this and other lands, to read the Scriptures 
devoutly and obey the instructions of the holy gos- 
pel.—Editors of the Bible Society Record.] 

_ His Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, preached on last 
Sunday at the Cathedral to a large congregation. His 
text was taken from the gospel for the day, which 
treated of the feast and temptation of Christ in the 
desert. The Cardinal said that ‘‘as our dear Lord 
on that occasion made several quotations from the 
Scriptures, I deem the time and occasion most oppor- 
tune for commending to my hearers the sacred duty 
of hearing and reading devoutly the word of God. 

“Tt is,” he continued, “a remarkable and signifi- 
cant fact that the Bible is the only book which Christ 


is known ever to have read or to have quoted in the 
whole course of his public ministry. He never made 
any allusion whatever to the classic literature of 
Greece and Rome, which flourished in his day. 

‘“The word of God is an inexhaustible treasury of 
heavenly science. It is the only oracle that discloses 
to us the origin and sublime destiny of man and the 
means of attaining it. It is the key that interprets 
his relations to his Creator. It is the foundation of 
our glorious Christian faith and of our heritage. Its 
moral code is the standard of our lives. 


BASIS OF CIVILIZATION. 


“Tf our Christian civilization is so manifestly supe- 
rior to all actual and pre-existing social systems, it is 
indebted for its supremacy to the ethical teachings of 
holy writ. 

“Viewed as an historical chronicle, the word of 
God is the most ancient, the most authentic, and the 
most instructive and interesting record ever present- 
ed to mankind. It contains the only reliable history 
of the human race before the deluge, embracing a 
period of more than fifteen hundred years from the 
creation of Adam to the time of Noah. Were it not 
for the Hebrew annalist, the antediluvian age would 
be a complete blank to all succeeding generations. 

‘“The Decalogue is 700 years older than the juris- 
prudence of Lycurgus; it is 2,000 years older than 
that of Justinian; it is 2,700 years older than the 
Magna Charta; it is 3,300 years older than the Code 
Napoleon, and almost as many years older than the 
American Constitution, and yet the Decalogue is bet- 
ter known to-day and more universally inculcated 
than any laws ever framed by the hand of man. It is 
an historical monument that has remained impregna- 
ble for thousands of years, and has successfully with- 
stood the violent shocks of the most formidable as- 
sailants. 

“There is not a single arch or column or keystone 
in the sacred edifice that does not show some marks 
of foreign or domestic assault. But there it stands, as 
firm as the pyramids, unshaken and unriven by the 
upheavals and revolutions of centuries. 


TEACHING BY GREAT EXAMPLES. 


“Tt gives us the narrative of the most memorable 
and momentous events and of the most eminent men 
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that have ever figured in the theatre of the world. 
There is scarcely a notable incident recorded in 
Scripture that may not serve as a text for some moral 
reflections. Bible facts are sermons as well. Read 
Massillon’s discourses and you will perceive the truth 
of this assertion. 

“If history is philosophy, teaching by example, 
this definition is specially applicable to the word of 
God, for the apostle says that ‘what things soever 
were written, were written for our learning.’ There 
is not a single virtue that is not embellished by the 
luminous example of some patriarch or prophet or 
apostle or king or matron in the sacred book. 

“Tf you look for an example of unshaken faith and 
hope in God, where will you find it more beautifully 
portrayed than in Abraham? In David you have a 
conspicuous marvel of tender piety toward God and 
of magnanimity toward the enemy. Chastity and 
filial affection shone forth in the patriarch Joseph. 
Martial heroism are strikingly exhibited in Gideon 
and the Machabees, and domestic affection by Jacob 
and Ruth. Susanna is asublime pattern of conjugal 
purity, and St. Paul of burning zeal and apostolic 
courage. 

SUPERIORITY OF INNOCENCE. 

‘“ Where shall we find a more graphic and impres- 
sive picture than that of Paul, with his face emaciated 
after two years of imprisonment and led in chains to 
the hall of Felix, the governor of Cesarea. Felix is 
presiding, with his adulterous wife sitting beside him. 
The apostle, with uplifted manacled hands, preaches 
to Felix on righteousness and chastity and the judg- 
ment to come. Felix trembles before the prisoner, 
and hastily withdraws from the audience chamber, 
stung by the words of Paul, and oppressed by a guilty 
conscience. What a striking instance is this of the 
superiority of innocence enchained over guilt 
enthroned! Well might Felix tremble at those three 
words, justice, chastity, and the judgment to come, 
for justice he trampled upon, chastity he had violated, 
and the judgment to come he had reason to dread. 

WARNINGS FOR THE FUTURE. 

“While these great luminaries shine forth like stars 
in the firmament, guiding the wayfarer in the path of 
rectitude, the lives of others recorded in holy writ 
who had fallen from their high estate serve as beacon 
lights warning us to shun the rocks which occasioned 
their downfall. Saul’s disobedience, Samson’s and 
Solomon’s licentiousness, the vengeful spirit and 
cruelty of Jezebel, with the awful retribution that 
followed; the treachery of Judas, the falsehood and 
avarice of Ananias and Saphira, these and other 
examples of the kind are striking object-lessons to 
the reader to show that no crime can be committed 
with impunity and that ‘what a man soweth, that shall 
he reap also.’ 

AN UNFAILING FOUNTAIN. 

“The Bible is the unfailing fountain from which the 
theologians, doctors, and fathers of the church have 
copiously drunk. Who have surpassed in pulpit 
eloquence the fathers of the third, fourth, and fifth 
centuries? There is a freshness and virility in their 
sermons which have rarely been equaled and never 
excelled by modern preachers. Their great strength 
was the result of the invigorating nourishment on 
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which they fed. The only book of divinity which 
they consulted was the word of God. 
MODEL OF LITERARY EXCELLENCE. 

“Apart from its inspired character, the Bible is a 
model of literary excellence. What classic author, 
ancient or modern, can excel Isaiah or St. John in 
sublimity of conception, or the Books of Samuel or 
Kings and the Gospels in the charm and conciseness 
of historical narrative, or Jeremiah’s Lamentations in 
pathos and tenderness, or the Apocalypse in descrip- 
tive power, or Job in majestic and terrible images, or 
David in poetic thoughts. The grandest creations of 
poetic genius pale before the psalmody of the royal 
prophet? Milton and Dante have borrowed their 
noblest images from the pages of the sacred writings. 

LIGHT AND CONSOLATION. 

“ But the Bible should be read for a higher motive 
than for the sake of the style. It should be perused 
for the sake of the light and consolation which it im- 
parts. When you open the portals of this temple of 
divine knowledge you should not stop to admire the 
ornaments and decorations of the interior, but you 
should rather meditate on the words of wisdom that 
are inscribed on its walls and contemplate the hal- 
lowed portraits looking down upon you, that you 
might venerate them and hold them up to your imita- 
tion. St. Augustine says that “he who negligently 
receives the word of God is not less guilty than he 
who through his own fault would permit the sacred 
host to fall on the ground. 

“ The ark of the covenant was carried by the Hebrew 
people with great reverence, because it contained the 
tables of the law, a portion of the manna, and other 
emblems of God’s mercy. 

REVERENCE FOR THE BIBLE. 

“With what awe and devotion should not we handle 
the ark of the Bible which contains the command- 
ments and the spiritual manna of the gospel which 
has nourished millions of souls for centuries ? 

“ Are not the words which Christ spoke nearer to 
Him, and more profitable to us than the cross on 
which He lay, and should they not be prized ac- 
cordingly ? 

“ Constantine the Great and his sons Constantius and 
Constans wrote a joint letter to St. Anthony, recom- 
mending themselves to his prayers and requesting a 
reply. St. Anthony, observing the surprise of his 
monks, said to them without emotion: ‘Do not won- 
der that the emperor writes to us; rather be filled 
with admiration that God himself should have written 
to us, and that he has spoken to us by his Son.’ 

“When Francis Xavier was in India he was in the 
habit of reading the letters of St. Ignatius, not sitting 
or standing, but on bended knees, so great was his 
reverence for his superior. With what a profound 
sense should not we meditate on the holy Scriptures, | 
which are letters sent to us from our Father in 
heaven? 

“ Plutarch informs us that it was the habit of Alexan- 
der the Great to sleep at night with a copy of Homer 
and a dagger under his pillow. You who are chosen 
soldiers of Christ should certainly have as much 
attachment for the Book of books as Alexander had 
for the Greek poet. If you rest on your pillow, 
armed with ‘the sword of the Spirit which is the 
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word of God,’ you will find in it the best sedative for 
allaying mental troubles and feverish excitement ; 
you will repose in peace and security; for, in the lan- 
guage of the Psalmist, ‘God shall overshadow thee 
with his shoulders and under his wings thou shalt 
trust. His truth shall be thy shield and buckler. 
Thou shalt not be afraid of the terror of the night, 
nor of the arrow that fleeth by day.’ 

“Like the children who wept and fasted and prayed 
before the Lord, when they heard the words of the 
law from the lips of Baruch the prophet, ‘you will be 
filled with compunction of heart, when they receive 
from your mouth the words not of man but of God.’” 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


Mexico.—Mr. Hamilton writes from Guadalajara : 

Mr. Blachly sold nine Bibles yesterday forenoon 
and eight in the afternoon. He takes the city street 
by street, from door to door. The refusals, in man- 
ner and number, are enough to discourage an ordi- 
nary man, but he is anextraordinary man. All agree 
that his work is good, though in a most difficult 
field. 


BIBLE WORK IN JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, February 22, 1695. 

On the 6th and 7th inst., I visited different portions 
of the Imperial Guard in Tokyo, and divided among 
them 18,500 copies of the Gospels, and about forty 
copies of the New Testament. It was the request of 
Colonel Sameshima that the officers should receive 
the same as the men, and so but few copies of the 
New Testament were given to these troops. 

When I called at the headquarters I was accompa- 
nied by Rev. Mr. MacNair, who had met Colonel 
Sameshima before, and, being much interested in the 
work among the soldiers, went with me to see what 
could be done in the way of opening religious services 
for their special benefit. 

We were met by Count Hisamatsu, who is one of 
the members of the staff, and has spent several years 
in France. The Colonel received us most cordially, 
and gave directions to the Count to receive the books 
that were to be given to the various small and scat- 
tered portions of the command. Both of these officers 
appeared to be greatly pleased with what we were 
doing and desirous of promoting its success. 

As we went to the various barracks we found that 
our visit had been arranged for from the headquarters, 
and we were everywhere met with extreme kindness 
and courtesy. While it would have been a great 
pleasure to have given the books personally to each 
soldier, I am satisfied that the official distribution was 
probably wise and best and all that we could reason- 
ably ask. The hearty expression of thanks and kindly 
feeling on the part of all whom we met was as grati- 
fying as unexpected. 

The day following the completion of the work of 
distribution I received a letter of thanks from Colonel 
Sameshima, which is certainly a very remarkable and 

interesting document. The terms of address are 

those of profound respect, and I am confident that 
they are the expression of more than mere formal 
gratitude and appreciation. 
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The question of religious services in the barracks 
being suggested, Colonel Sameshima gave a ready as- 
sent, but said it was a matter that required the con- 
sent of the various post commanders, and he would 
consult with them and let us know the result. 

With a letter of introduction from Admiral Ito 
(Vice-Minister of the Navy) I went in company with 
the Rev. Dr. Verbeck to the naval station at Yoko- 
suka on the oth inst. We were met at the railway 
station by a Christian surgeon who is attached to the 
marine barracks at that place, and who is greatly in- 
terested in the spiritual welfare of the seamen. At 
headquarters Admiral Inouye received us with 
marked consideration. His Chief of Staff, an earnest 
Christian, greeted us with enthusiasm and gave us 
special attention. All the men and officers in’ the 
barracks were assembled, by the direction of the Ad- 
miral, and addressed by Dr. Verbeck and myself. 
We received the best attention, and it was remarked 
that there was a decided contrast between our recep- 
tion and that given toa Buddhist priest who had ad- 
dressed them but a few days before. ; 

On the rath inst., I went to Takesaki, where it was 
arranged that i should address the troops. The Com- 
manding Officer was extremely kind, inviting us to 
dinner and entertaining us in a most agreeable manner. 

On the 14th I was cordially received at Sendai by 
the Vice-Commander of the Division. He promised to 
receive the books and distribute them as desired, and 
also approved of the opening of a place for Christian 
services near the barracks, and will permit notices 
of the same to be given to the men. A Japanese 
Christian, who is a teacher in the school at Sendai, 
was present at the interview. After it was ended he 
expressed his astonishment at the great change, and 
his conviction that here, as elsewhere, there are now 
opened such possibilities for Christian work as had 
not been dreamed of before. ‘ 

Miss Talcott writes of the work in Hiroshima: “A 
patient to whom I had given a tract asked if I had not 
a Bible. I carried him a Testament the next day and 
have visited him occasionally since. His family, are 
all Christians and are doubtless praying daily for the 
soldier boy. The soldier lying beside him has be- 
come interested; and another still beyond him has 
decided to become a Christian. In another ward 
where I gave three Testaments they want me to read 
with them when I go. Two men in another ward who 
had received them are finding places they do not .un- 
derstand, or bringing up questions ‘suggested by 
others every time I visit their ward. I feel sure there 
is much more to be told than we know now.” 

The personal distribution of the Scriptures has 
been permitted to most of the troops in Nagoya 
as well asin Takahashi. Before this was done, the 
men were assembled and an address was delivered 
by one of the missionaries, or a native helper. A con- 
siderable work has also been done in the hospital. A 
full account of all would make this article much too 
long. To God be all the praise. H. Loomis..

Although I have not seen you I am very glad to 
have this happy chance of writing to you.

Since I believed in the Bible as spiritual food it has 
never been separated from me. But when I entered 
the army I was not allowed to possess the Bible; and 
when it was discovered that I kept one secretly, I was 
forbidden to do so by a severe command. 

Since then it has been very difficult to get a taste of 
the Bible, and I have continually prayed that the time 

. would come when I could partake freely of the spirit- 
ual food of our God. 

How suddenly this glorious foed is publicly given 
by the hands of our officers, so that the forbidding 
to have the Bible has disappeared! How and why I 
do not know. 

. This happy fortune is of course given by the in- 
finite love of God. At the same time your love 
caused the Japanese army publicly to introduce Chris- 
tianity into it. Very many thanks for your efforts in 

. our behalf,

CHINA: 


THE GOSPEL WITHIN THE PURPLE FORBIDDEN CITY. 
BY REV. H. P. BEACH. 


In spite of the war, November 7th and 12th were 
red-letter days for China. On the former date oc- 
curred the sixtieth birthday of the Empress Dowager 
An, popularly knownas the Western Empress. Mill- 
ions in the Flowery Kingdom had been anticipating 
with joy that auspicious season, and in some of the 
great cities, like Shanghai, gaudy decorations, illu- 
minations, and feasts manifested the national feeling. 
But why should the sixtieth birthday of the Empress 
Dowager be thus observed? Because sixty years con- 
stitute ‘‘a cycle of Cathay,” and having completed a 
cycle, her subjects wished to congratulate her. Rich 
presents from the various provinces and from abroad 
passed within the sacred precincts of the Purple For- 
bidden City, and were laid at her feet in token of 
grateful appreciation of her august merits. 

Five days later occurred a no less significant event, 
which, however, had greatest interest for foreign na- 
tions and for Christians. The ‘‘audience question,” 
which has so vexed Western diplomats, was partially 
solved when the Emperor ascended thethrone; but on 
that occasion the ministers were unwillingly received, 
and at a distance from the palace. As a joint result of 
the war and the Empress Dowager’s birthday, the 
Emperor invited foreign representatives to an audi- 
ence on the 12th in a building near the palace and 
within the Forbidden City. Without dwelling upon 
the importance of this fact, let us look at two of the 
belated presents, which were on that day presented 
to the Western Empress by the British and American 
Ministers. One was a token of love from the Chris- 
tian Queen Victoria; the other, jointly presented by 
the two Ministers, was, perhaps, the most sumptuous 
copy of the New Testament in existence. 

Had we been at Peking when it was on exhibition, 
we should have seen a magnificent teak-wood case, 


within which rested a box covered with old gold > 


plush. Opening this a solid silver casket is seen, or- 
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namented with bamboo and birds in relief, the bam- 
boo being an emblem of peace, and the birds repre- 
senting messengers. The casket cover bears a gold 
plate stating that the book is the gift of the Christian 
women of China. Within these ten anda half pounds 
of silver is the Testament itself; a royal quarto vol- 
ume, two by ten by thirteen inches in size, the joint 
product of the Presbyterian Press and Canton silver- 
smiths. Upon the upper left-hand corner of the book, 
in raised gold, are the characters, ‘“‘ New Covenant 
Complete Book,” while on an oval plate on the centre 
of the cover is inscribed, “Saving the World Holy 
Classic.” Its silver covers are, like the casket, em- 
bossed with bamboo and bird designs. The text 
used is the ordinary classical Delegates’ Version, ex- 
cept that distinguished scholars have purged it of 
characters which should not be used because they 


have formed a part of the name of some sovereign. . 


This text is printed on the finest paper procurable 
with the largest type made, while about each page is 
a border of gold. 

The reader may ask, Is this New Testament likely 
to prove helpful to the cause of Missions? We 
incline to think that it will, and for the following rea- 
sons: 

1. Being presented by Ministers of two leading 
Christian nations will lend added weight to the gift. 
England’s commercial supremacy in China, and the 
services rendered the empire by her diplomats, give 
her representative a distinguished place in the Em- 
press Dowager’s esteem; while the large confidence 
reposed in Minister Denby in recent peace negotia- 
tions would emphasize the value of a gift coming from 
his hands. 

2. According to the December number of the Ci- 
nese Recorder, ten thousand nine hundred women 
of China have given their mighty mites, amounting to 
about twelve hundred dollars, toward this object. It 
is safe to say that no other gift received by the West- 
ern Empress came from so large a number of persons. 
That there are in her realm eleven thousand Chris- 
tian women of the Protestant faith would appeal to 
her very strongly. 

3. Better than mere numbers is the fact that these 
women accompany their gifts with earnest and con- 
tinued prayer. Probably ten thousand prayers are 
being daily offered by these women for the conver- 
sion of their Empress. Surely God will, in some way, 
reward the faith of these supplicants. 

4. The Bible has now for the first time entered 
the palace in an intelligible form. The English copy, 
presented by the Bible Society long years ago, could 
nave been little else than a piece of Western bric-a- 
brac. This edition, in perspicuous Chinese and in 
sumptuous binding, cannot go unexamined. 

5. It comes to the palace after some religious prep- 
aration. The stereopticon illustrations of the life of 
_ Christ, exhibited by one of our helpers at the resi- 
dence of the present Empress, just previous to her 
marriage, created a deep impression upon her family ; 
and at that time the New Testament spread out daily 
before our Christian tailor while he wrought on the 
‘imperial Zrousseau, is said to have been borrowed and 
read by some of her relatives. That ‘‘scatter- 
shadow-lamp”’ exhibition was doubtless one of the 
most remarkable events that had occurred in her 
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home, and would have been often talked of by 
the Empress elect. Now the explanation of the strik-+ 
ing picture of Christ on the cross, which caused her 
grandmother to exclaim in tones of wonder and sor- 
row, “ Why, why did they cause so good a man to 
suffer so!” is in the palace, and can be read at lei- 
sure. 

6. Happily this book is accompanied by a remark- 
ably comprehensive introduction, prepared by Dr: 
Muirhead, of the London Mission. This is a better 
beginning, surely, than the incomprehensible geneal- 
ogy of Matthew, in which the characters representing 
the sound of Abraham’s name mean, ‘‘ Ugly-paternal 
uncle-draw-rare,”’ the other names being equally 
pleasing. 

7. The book has also a personal bond connecting 
the Empress Dowager with her Christian subjects, in 
the beautiful address prepared by Mrs. Richard. 
After acknowledging her signal merits, and stating 
the benefits coming to Christian nations from the 
Bible, we read, ‘‘ We, Christians in your empire, con- 
stantly and fervently pray that your Highness and all 
the imperial household may also gain possession of 
this secret of true happiness to the individual, and 
prosperity to the nation, so that China may be behind 
no nation on the earth.’’ No Chinese sovereign in 
history ever received such a document as this, and it 
cannot but have its effect. By the mouth of eleven 
thousand witnesses the saving power of the gospel 
is herein testified. 

8. The Scriptures enter the palace at an opportune 
time. A few years since the Emperor began the study 
of English, and owing to the efforts of Viceroy Li and 
the Empress Dowager, he has been won to the pro- 
gramme of progress. He was receiving all the West- 
ern ambassadors on the day of the presentation. A 
nation that for centuries has sat as learner at China’s 
feet, is battering down the brazen doors of her isola- 
tion after only forty years of contact with Western 
civilization. lt is a period of transition, and it may 
be that as at the close of the Tai Ping rebellion - 
international law became a valued book, so at this 
critical time the gospel may prove a blessing to the 
nation. 

g. The Scriptures come to a jremarkable woman, 
perhaps the most remarkable representative of her 
sex living; one who has had strength of character, 
wisdom, courage, and diplomacy sufficient to carry 
on the regency of two emperors, and set in motion 
enterprises which, were it not tor the venality and 
opposition of the /izeratz, might have made China a 
peer of Japan, almost. She will certainly be progres- 
sive and bold enough to examine the fundamental 
book of Western nations. 

to. That the above is not merely a series of san- 
guine prognostications, is evidenced by the fact that 
before noon of the day of the presentation, an im- 
perial eunuch of high rank applied at the bible So- 
ciety depository, bearing, in the handwriting of the 
Emperor, an order for a copy of the Old and New 
Testament, such as are sold to the common people. 
On reaching the palace these were eagerly scanned 
by the Emperor, a number of faulty characters were 
marked, and the eunuch sent back to secure perfect 
copies, as the “Father of a Myriad Years” wished 
perfection in his book. Other Christian books were » 
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given the eunuch, and it may be that he and another 
one from the palace, who has learned much of the 
truth from Dr. Blodget, will be able to disseminate 
the knowledge which they possess among those 
whose curiosity has been aroused by the imperial 
present. 

In view of these facts, why should not women of 
Christian lands join in the united prayer of their re- 
deemed sisters in China, that the New Testament 
may prove “a savor of life unto life” to the Empress 
Dowager, and that she may add to her previous 
achievements that of being to her people what Clo- 
tilda was to France, or Queen Bertha to our own 
heathen ancestors.— Life and Light for Woman. 


TRANSLATION OF THE LETTER ACKNOWL- 
EDGING THE GIFT TO THE EMPRESS. 
Kuana Hsu XX, 11, 19. 
(December 15, 1894.) 


The Princes and Ministers of the Tsungli Yamen to 
‘Mr. O’ Conor: 


On the toth of November last the Princes and 
Ministers had the honor to receive a joint note from 
Their Excellencies, the British and American Minis- 
ters, stating that they had been requested by the 
British and American Missionary Societies in China 
to present to Her Majesty, the Empress Dowager, a 
copy of the New Testament, enclosed in a silver cas- 
ket, the offering of Chinese female converts in con- 
nection with the Protestant Missions throughout the 
country, as a humble token of their heartfelt loyalty 
on the occasion of Her Majesty’s 6oth birthday. 

Accompanying this letter was a congratulatory 
memorial from the subscribers. 

On the 11th of November a further letter was re- 
ceived from His Eminence, the American Minister, 
Colonel Denby, forwarding the casket containing the 
Testament. 

On the 12th of November the Yamen, as they have 
already informed His Eminence, the British Minister, 
in their note of the 22d of November, conveyed the 
Testament and the congratulatory address to their 
high destination. 

On the 27th of November the Yamen received from 
Mr. Cheshire, Chinese Secretary to the United States 
Legation, a letter enclosing a list of names of female 
conyerts who had offered their congratulations on 
the occasion, and on submitting it for Imperial in- 
spection they were honored with the receipt of a de- 
cree from Her Majesty, the Empress Dowager, con- 
ferring a roll of Nanking silk, a roll of large satin, a 
box of needle work, and two cases of handkerchiefs, 
each, upon Mesdames Li and Fei, who had taken a 
leading part in the movement, and a case of handker- 
chiefs and a roll of Huchow crepe, each, upon Madame 
Ma and nineteen other ladies who had assisted in the 
undertaking. 

The foregoing articles were sent to the American 
Legation on the 8th inst., with a request that they 
might be distributed among the female converts 
whose names were given on the list. 

On the roth of December the Yamen received a 
note in reply from the American Legation, intimating 
that the articles had been duly handed over as re- 

‘quested, and it becomes the duty of the Princes and 
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Ministers to write this note for the information of His 
Eminence, the British Minister. 
THE PRINCES AND MINISTERS AVAIL. 
THE NEW ARMENIAN PATRIARCH AT 
CONSTANTINORLE. 


Mr. Bliss and I called recently on Monsgr. Iz- 
mirlian, the newly elected Armenian Patriarch. This 
man has attracted the attention of Europe by the 
courage and sagacity he has displayed under the 
very exceptional circumstances that have accom- 
panied his entrance upon his new office. He does, 
indeed, seem to be the providential man for the time, 
and the very circumstances that make his position 
just now so peculiarly trying and even perilous have 
perhaps favored his assuming the attitude best calcu- 
lated to further the highest interests of his people. 
Among all the good things said of him, this is the 
best, that he has the confidence and respect of his 
people as a man of exceptionally high-toned, moral, 
and religious character, the friend of the Bible and of 
all good Christian work. Last Sunday his first pas- 
toral letter was read in the Gregorian churches, and 
was addressed to all the archbishops, bishops, var- 
tabeds, priests of various classes, and to the people 
at large. Conspicuous among his exhortations to all 
these different classes was his earnest counsel that 
all, both clergy and laymen, should faithfully study 
the word of God. The priests were especially called 
upon to spend much of their time in the study of the 
Scriptures, and the higher clergy were exhorted to 
greater fidelity, both in studying the word themselves 
and in preaching it in the churches. 

Our call was in every way an interesting and en- 
couraging one. It was afterward pleasantly spoken 
of in the leading Armenian journals, the fact being 
especially mentioned that the main subject of con- 
versation was the Bible work among the Armenians. 
The Patriarch, while expressing frankly his very 
serious disappointment at the decision of our Board 
not to include the Apocryphal books in the forth- 
coming Armenian Bible, at the same time gratefully 
acknowledged his gratitude and that of his whole 
nation to the Society for the work it is doing.

INDIA. 

Mr. Madsden, of the Methodist Mission at Pakur, 
reports that during the last year he himself sold 289 
Bibles and 8,720 portions of the Bible, which is more 
than double the average of former years. The col- 
portage report of the Bengal Conference commends 
Mr. Madsden’s work and speaks of the embarrass- 
ments which others encounter in attempting to sell 
the Scriptures where a policy of free distribution has 
prevailed. The report is as follows: 

The statistical report shows a gratifying increase in 
the number of Scripture portions and tracts sold and 
distributed. Mr. Madsden’s report especially shows 
a commendable zeal on his part, and it also shows 
how the village people in his territory are eagerly 
partaking of the word of life. This is necessarily a 
pioneer work and it does not always show the good 
that it does, but doubtless in the great day when all 
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such blessed secrets will be revealed, the missionary 
and the colporteur will find that the weary hours they 
spent in trying to sell a one fice book were produc- 
tive of undying good. 

As has been done heretofore, your committee urges 
the preachers and workers in general to endeavor to 
sell the Scripture portions in connection with their 
preaching, as one work helps the other. From the 
statistics it will be seen that the new fields of mission- 
ary enterprise at Bolpore and Pakur are very respon- 
sive to the colporteur’s labors. In one way the re- 
port of Brother Ekdahlstandsatthe head. His work 
being in a territory over which the colporteur has 
gone many times and where other missions have dis- 
tributed the Scripture portions free, he has to use 
much persuasion to be able to sell. 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ILLINoIs.—The Chicago Bible Society held its 
fifty-fifth annual Bible meeting at the Bible House, 
January 23,1895. It was a very joyous and inspiring 
occasion. 

The reports showed a very large amount of work 
done in the various departments of the society, and the 
largest receipts the society has ever had. Over 
30,000 visits had been made to some 21,000 or more 
families ; nearly 1,300 of which were found without 
Bibles, and over 500 were supplied. Multitudes were 
made acquainted with the word who were ignorant 
of it, and not a few, we trust, were made “wise unto 
salvation.” 

The La Salle County Bible Society closed its sixty- 
first year, February 25, with a very pleasant and 
profitable anniversary at the First Congregational 
Church of Ottawa, Sabbath evening. Prof. Cham- 
berlain, of the Chicago Theological Seminary, gave a 
very timely and eloquent address. This auxiliary is 
striving very earnestly to meet the wants of its large 
foreign population. 

Iowa.—Notwithstanding the very cold weather and 
snow blockade during the first half of February, I 
had very successful meetings with the Bible societies 
of Jones, Lee, and Monroe Counties, and Iowa Falls. 
Each of these is now in good working order. The 
Welsh societies reporting to me this month were: 
Long Creek, Old Man’s Creek, and Foreston and 
Vicinity, each of these, as usual, sending large dona- 
tions to the Parent Society. It is very interesting to 
read in the Welsh papers about the Bible society 
meetings held by these people throughout the States. 
It is one of the prominent meetings of the year with 
them. 

Kansas.—The month of February has been one 
of storms and extreme cold in the part of the country 
embraced in my field, and great privation and much 
suffering has been experienced by the people on the 
frontier. Railroads have been blocked with snow 
and sand, and trains delayed, but I have had the good 
fortune to be able to meet all my appointments with- 
out much delay. 

Sabbath, February 10, was spent at Wamego and 
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Louisville, Ks. I held the Wamego anniversary in 
the morning at rz A. M., and had the full co- opera- 
tion of the churches. The audience was large, and 
much interest was manifested. I drove to Louisville 
and held the anniversary of that society at night; 
here also I met a union meeting of the two churches 
of the town—Congregational and Methodist—and had 
a good meeting. 

Sabbath, February 17, was spent at Westmore- 
land, Ks., where the annual meeting of the Potta- 
watomie County Auxiliary was held. I spoke three 
times during the day, twice to union meetings, and 
had a day of great profit to our work. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—I have attended four 
anniversaries during the month of February. One in 
Tennessee, and three in Kentucky. They have been 
unusually interesting and profitable. The weather 
was unfavorable when attending the Houston County 
Bible Society, Tenn., and yet the meeting gave a 
new impulse to the cause. 

The audiences at Winchester, Versailles, and 
Frankfort, Ky., were unusually large, particularly at 
the latter place. The contributions to the cause 
came up fully to their former standards. 

Since last report, the canvass of Ballard County, in 
Ky., and Houston and Union Counties, in Tenn., 
have been finished. 


MINNESOTA AND NORTH AND SoutH DAKoTA.— 
The Sundays in February have been spent at Chat- 
field,.St. Charles, Spring Valley, and Austin. On the 
morning of the 3rd I preached in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of Chatfield, and in the evening ad- 
dressed the annual meeting of the Chatfield Bible 
Society, held in the Presbyterian Church. The Plain- 
view Bible Society held its meeting the same even- 
ing, and donated the collection to the Parent Society. 
On the second Sunday morning I spoke in the 
Congregational Church of St. Charles, and an offering 
was secured for the Bible work. The following Sun- 
day afternoon the annual meeting of the Spring 
Valley Bible Society was held in the United Brethren 
Church, and was well attended. Addresses were 
made by the pastors and your District Superinten- 
dent. 

On the morning of the 24th I preached in the First 
Presbyterian Church of Austin, and in the evening 
the annual meeting of the Mower County Bible So- 
ciety was held in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
This was a well-attended union meeting. Addresses 
were made by Rev. Mr. Hormel and your Superin- 
tendent. The same evening the Fillmore County 
Bible Society held its annual meeting in the German 
Evangelical Association Church of Preston, and was. 
addressed by Rev. Mr. Way, and others. 


MissourI.—My labors for the month of February 
include, auxiliaries visited, 10; anniversaries at- 
tended, 7; churches and other religious bodies vis- 
ited and addressed, 15 ; sermons and addresses deliv-- 
ered, 18; miles travelled, 1,933; absent from home, 
27 days. 

In the auxiliaries visited there was the most cor- 
dial co-operation on the part of Baptists, Chris- 
tians, Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Congregation- 
alists, Methodists, and Lutherans. The speakers 
were the ministers of the churches, for the most part,

and your Superintendent. The Lincoln County meet- 
ing was held at Troy, in the Presbyterian Church, 
and was largely attended. Addresses by a Baptist 
missionary and your Superintendent. The Lock- 
wood annual meeting in the Presbyterian Church was 
an occasion enjoyed by all, and a good collection 
was the result. 

At Everton we met in the Baptist Church a goodly 
number of the friends of the Bible and the American 
Bible Society, and much interest was awakened. 
Committees were appointed to carry forward the 
work of distributing the Scriptures. 

The Howard County meeting was pronounced to 
be the best for some years. It was held in the Chris- 
tian Church, and was addressed by Rev. Dr. Ham- 
mond, President of Central College, Fayette, Mo. 


New Yorxk.—During February I visited eight aux- 
iliaries, attended two anniversaries, addressed one 
Sabbath school convention, two auxiliary meetings, 
and one town society. 

Watervliet Bible Society, in addition to a success- 
ful canvass reported last month, by which 151 families 
were supplied with the Scriptures, reports that it ex- 
pects soon to supply five Sabbath schools with Bibles. 
The Broome County Auxiliary shows excellent work 
done at its depository. At the Wellsville, Cuba, and 
West Steuben Bible Societies arrangements were 
made for holding public meetings to increase interest 
in Bible work. 

A canvass of Hornellsville is now in progress under 
the superintendence of several of the pastors. 


Ouxto.—I attended three union meetings of auxil- 
iaries in February. On the 3rd I was with the 
~ Knox County Society, a more than ordinarily inter- 
esting meeting. On the 17th I was with the East 
Liverpool Female Bible Society. This society, as 
now constituted, has an unusually interesting board 
of managers. Beside the usual officers it has one 
lady vice-president from each church in the city, and 
each one of these seems disposed to help. No church 
edifice in the place was large enough for a union 
meeting. That all the people might have the benefit 
of Bible meetings, it was arranged for these officers to 
hold Sabbath evening Bible services in each of the 
churches until the five or six churches in all have 
been visited. 

I was with the Lorain County Society’s union meet- 
ing.on the 24th. The friends of Bible distribution 
here have continued to be liberal contributors to the 
cause. They now enter anew upon auxiliary work, 
and have in view the canvass of their field, some por- 
tions of which are rapidly filling up with the popula- 
tion gathering. around great industries. It made a 
donation to the Parent Society at this meeting by 


passing over $500 of its credit to the benevolent 
fund. 


_ OREGON, WASHINGTON, IDAHO, MONTANA, AND 
Uran.—The first Sabbath in February I was at 
Everett, in Snohomish County, Wash. I spoke in 
the Congregational Church in the morning, and at- 
tended and addressed a union Bible meeting at the 
same church in the afternoon. The second Sabbath 
I was at McMinnville, Yamhill County, Ore. I 
preached at the Christian Church in the morning, and 
in the evening I attended and addressed a large 
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union Bible meeting at the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church. The third Sabbath I spent at Astoria, in 
Clotsop County, Ore. An interesting Bible meeting 
was held at the Presbyterian Church in the afternoon, 
at which short addresses were made by various per- 
sons, including your District Superintendent. 

Texas.—During February I visited for official pur- 
poses eight auxiliaries and two Bible committees, and 
attended and addressed annual meetings of six aux- 
iliaries and one committee, namely, Bastrop County, 
Comanche County, Dublin, Houston County, Tyler 
County, and Walker County Auxiliaries, and Sipe 
Springs Committee, and organized a new Bible 
committee at Groveton, county seat of Trinity 
County. 

The weather was very inclement throughout the 
month, and there has been much suffering and great 
loss of stock with the cattlemen; but I met all my 
appointments, visited and preached to or addressed 
fourteen churches and Sunday schools; also visited 
and preached to the convicts in the State Penitenti- 
ary at Huntsville.

A BOOK “*1@ BE STUDIED: 


In a recent address made by Professor M. B. Rid- 
dle before the students of the Western Theological 
Seminary on the need of a purely exegetical study of 
the New Testament, he said many things which are 
worth considering by others than ministers and theo- 
logical students. We quote a few paragraphs : 

The immediate purpose is to have the book talk 
to you, since it voices God’s truth in human language. 
Your business is to remove all the hindrances that 
you can,so that it may speak to you plainly and 
directly. 

Accustom yourself from the start to accuracy, both 
as to the text itself and its grammatical sense. Even 
if it seems drudgery, work away. Of what avail is 
an infallible Bible if you do nothing to discover its 
meaning for yourself? Do not be satisfied until the 
book speaks to you directly. Such a scientific exeget- 
ical study implies that you will endeavor to get a 
_ view of each book in its entirety. Either read it 
over as a whole, and then study it in detail, which is 
the better way with the Epistles, or read the historical 
books, with some working outline to guide you, sub- 
ject to correction as you go on. 

Jesus Christ lived here on the earth an historic 
person. Not to know his life as history is more than 
ignorance; in men called to his service it is disloy- 
alty. How can you know either his person or his 
work aright, if you do not follow the narrative with 
exactness and intelligence? The Gospels are not col- 
lections of stories ; they are the history ofa life, and, 
as you will find, in the very proportions of the nar- 
rative, the history of suffering and death. Aim to 
have the history as a whole familiar to you from your 
owa labor uponit. Catch the movement, learn the 
controlling purpose, and see the real Jesus as he 
walked the earth. 

But while it is perhaps wise to begin with the 
Gospels, they themselves show that the whole truth 
was not, could not be, revealed then. Therefore 
study the Epistles as living letters from real men. 
Get acquainted with Paul and with John. Disabuse 
your minds of the prevalent foolish conceptions of 
the early Christians by reading of their errors and 
weaknesses. You will take in such an impression 
of the superiority of the writers of the New Testa- 
ment, to their surroundings and their successors, as 
will furnish you with a convincing argument of their 
inspiration. Of course you will need some helps in 
what is called “introduction.” But be sure that it 
introduces you to the books themselves. 

The Bible is an honest book, to be honestly in- 
terpreted. While its religious contents cannot be 
clearly apprehended, heartily felt, and effectively 
applied, unless the Holy Spirit moves on our mind 
and heart and will, it is a book written in human 
language. To deny this is to deny any real inspira- 
tion. As a human book its words mean what they 
say. The Holy Spirit’s influence will not change the 
force of a tense or preposition, nor alter the logical 
relations of the thought. It may seem pious to pro- 
fess an ignorant dependence upon the Holy Spirit, 
but it*has always led to fanaticism. In the long run, 
when men have the privilege of studying, and neglect

it under this alleged dependence upon the Spirit, 
they are only excusing their laziness and unfaithful- 
ness. The Holy Spirit can and does overcome our 
laziness and unfaithfulness, but never encourages 
them. This is to be emphasized, for the great in- 
crease in popular Bible study has stimulated a false 
mysticism. The minister of to-day needs to have 
very clear views on this point, and the correct method 
of study will enable him to guard others against such 
errors. If he does his duty in exegetical study, ask- 
ing the blessing of the Spirit on his efforts to know 
the meaning of the Word, he can explain what the 
illumination of the Spirit is, for he will know it by 
experience.—Presbyterian Banner.

A STORY OF A SHOEMAKER. 


Gibraltar you know is in Spain, but Spain has only 
of late years been permitted to possess an open Bible, 
for prior to 1868 it was almost an unknown book 
among the people, its circulation being forbidden by 
the authorities. During those dark times a Presby- 
terian minister, from Scotland, went for his health to 
Gibraltar, where, though in Spain, being under Brit- 
ish rule, the Bible society had a depot. While so- 
journing there for a considerable time, the good man 
used frequently to put some copies of God’s word 
into his pockets, and crossing over into Spanish ter- 
ritory would circulate them among the people, who 
received them joyfully. 

On one of these excursions he visited the house of 
a shoemaker, with whom he had an interesting con- 
versation, from which he found that the Spaniard had 
a meeting at his house every week to talk over public 
affairs and the state of the country. As the shoe- 
maker, however, confessed that these discussions 
had never yielded much profit, his visitor said, “ You 
should get the Bible, and read that; it would do you 
more good.’”’ ‘‘Ah!” was the reply, ‘‘I wish I could 
get it; but our priests won’t let us have the Bible.” 
Great was his joy when one was presented to him, 
with the intimation that if his friends would like 
copies, on his coming to a certain house in Gibraltar, 
a further supply could be obtained. A few weeks 
afterwards, a Spaniard, in his holiday dress, knocked 
at the door where the minister was staying, and ask- 
ing earnestly to see him, was shown into his room. 
He soon made himself known as the shoemaker who 
had received the Bible, stated that it was regularly 
read at the weekly meetings, and that his friends 
were so anxious to have copies, he had come to beg 
a further supply. His request was readily granted, 
on which he pulled from under his arm a parcel, and 
said: ‘I have brought you a little mark of my grat- 
itude, which I hope you will accept. I have made 
and brought you a pair of shoes.” “It is very kind 
of you,” said the good minister; “but I fear the 
shoes may not fit, and so will not be of use to me.” 
“Try them, sir,” said the other, ‘for I think you will 
find them just your size.” The trial was made, the 
shoes were found an excellent fit, and on the maker 
being asked how he had guessed the size so exactly, 
he replied: “I knew after you left my house you 
had to pass over some soft clay; so I followed you, 
and from your footprints I took the size of your foot, 
and I was then able to make you the shoes, which I 
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resolved to bring you. I hope you will wear them as 
a mark of gratitude from a poor Spanish shoemaker 
for the precious book you brought him.’—G. 7.

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A PAULINE JOURNEY IN NEW MEXICO. 
BY REV. W. WILLIAMS. 

During the quarter we made a detailed tour through 
the greater part of the district, travelling in our buggy 
night and day. At times we would be imbedded in 
deep snow, and at other times scorched by the sun. 
On other occasions we had to slumber out at night 
on the high mountains in the midst of snow, without 
much fire, and having to listen to the pleasant chorus 
of the wild cat, the grizzly bear, and their companions, 
October 30, 1893, we left Santa Fé with our ponies, 
box of provisions, rifle, a good supply of Bibles, Tes- 
taments, tracts, etc. 

I made a point to strike acquaintance with as many 
as I could, and turn the conversation always to my 
own groove. On the faces of many I found the ex- 
pression, ‘‘ Who is this American, when he can speak 
our language, and he talks of things which we have 
not been accustomed to?’’ On meeting persons I 
handed over to them one of the Gospels. They are 
bound ina very nice taking cover. As soon as they 
left I could see the horse left to his own device, the 
little book taken from the pocket and read. Invari- 
ably, when lost in the distance, the last I could see 
was the reading of the book. God alone and the 
revelations of the Great Day will be able to reveal 
what good has been done. In my coming travels, 
however, I know that these little books will pave the 
way for a better acquaintance with these Mexicans. 

In passing along I came through many villages, 
where I stopped and distributed the Gospels and 
tracts. At Nutritas, a village about twelve miles from 
Tierra Amarilla, the first person I met was a young 
woman. I saluted her, and offered her the Gospel 
of St. John. She was trembling with fear, and this 
a fear of the book. No, she could not take it, and 
she looked on it as if it were an incarnate devil. I 
then turned the conversation, and asked her about 
the distances to different places, names of the mount- 
ains, and other objects, number of persons in the vil- 
lage. By this time another woman came up. Then 
I handed over the book to her, and to my surprise she 
took it. I drove on, and the last I sawof the two, 
they had taken to the roadside and were reading. 

At the other end of the village I found a man, and 
I placed in the hand of his little girl a tract. Seeing 
the paper quite a number of the village children came 
up, and they became the medium to spread my tracts 
throughout the place. The man, however, pressed 
me to enter his house and show him more carefully 
the Way of the Lord. 

Most of this vast country is devoid of any religious 
opportunities of any form. On the northwestern side 
of the Rio Grande we found only three Roman Cath- 
olic Churches, which are supposed to minister to the 
religious wants of the people. If this Church was the 
least missionary in spirit these people might be reach- 
ed, but itisnot. From its actions in New Mexico, the 
Roman Catholic Church cares not for souls. Will our 
Church then become alive to this noble possibility that 
offers itself to us ?— The Church at Home and Abroad. 
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A PROPOSED OVERTURE. 


An effort is being made to overture the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States, which meets at Dallas, Tex., May 16th, 1895, 
to modify the schedule of collections for benevolent 
objects, the plan, if adopted, to go into effect Janu- 
ary, 1896. 

One reason given for the proposed change is stated 
as follows: 

Under the proposed schedule the Bible cause 
will be more prominent. Under the plan now in 
force, the collection to support a work of vast impor- 
tance and almost illimitable extent is taken in Octo- 
ber, during which month a collection is also taken for 
foreign missions. In churches having preaching but 
once a month, or even twice a month, it is almost im- 
possible to have both these collections taken. Thus 
a most important cause is dwarfed. 

The Managers of the American Bible Society sin- 
cerely hope that the overture will be adopted, and 
that the month of June, as proposed, will be set apart 
for the collections for this Society, or for its Auxili- 
aries.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, April 4th, 1895, 
Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in the 
chair. 

The religious services were conducted by Secretary 
Gilman. 

Among the communications from foreign lands 
which received the considerate attention of the 
Managers, were full annual reports from the Society’s _ 
Agencies in China, Turkey, Brazil, Siam, and Korea; 
from the Bible Society’s Committee for Japan, and 
the Bible Society of France. Mr. Loomis reported 
from Yokohama that up to the r9th of February 70,211 
separate Gospels and 1,449 New Testaments had 
been distributed among the soldiers of the Japanese 
army. The circulation of Scriptures in China during 
1894 by the American Bible Society amounted to 
305,715 volumes, a greater number than ever be- 
fore. : 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Dis- 
tribution, appropriations of funds for conducting 
Bible work in foreign lands during the coming year 
were made to the Society’s Agencies in Siam and 
Laos, in China, in Brazil, and the Levant, to the Bible 
Society’s Committee for Japan, and to the Bible So- 
ciety of France, amounting in the aggregate to $99,025. 
Grants and consignments of books were also made to. 
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ithe value of about $4,114 for circulation at home and 
sabroad. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
| of March were 64,349 volumes. The total issues from 
ithe Bible House during the year ending March artst, 
‘mot including those issued in Joreign lands, were 
' 947,608 volumes.
